nd operation. The mortar, for ex- 
mple, with a charge of from 80 to 
00 grammes of gunpowder, rammed 
a not very tightly and plugged at the 
mouth with a stopper of unseasoned 
wood, can when fired off in repeated 
volleys keep a hail cloud at bay and 
BVen break it up and disperse it. 
Throughout Italy, but more particu- 
larly in the more robust, wealthier, 
more enterprising north, one reads 
of experiments tried with the most 
gratifying results in this new method 
of dispersion of hail. Let me quote 
an instance just communicated to me. 
In various districts of Jlonferrato, 
n the Alta Italia, a violent thunder- 
itonn accompanied by hail was devas- 
tating a series of upland farms at 
Trino Vercellese, Camino, Pontcs- 
sura and Quarti. The storm wus sig- 
naled to the people of San Giorgio 
Monferrato as "terrible," so they lost 
no time in preparing to give it a 
"warm reception." They had quite a 
park of artillery prepared, the can- 
as described by Signor Ottavi, 
being in great force. On came the 
storm cloud and out flashed the vol- 
leys in rapid succession, till after two 
hours' bombardment the cloud re- 
galed to the eyewitnesses a large rent 
through which Um bine sky was vis- 
ible. It thereafter drifted nwny, leav- 
ing the "colics apcrtos," of which, ac- 
cording to Virgil, "Bacchus" is so 
enamored, in full po>session of all 
their menaced riches and smiling at 
the destruction they had escaped.

PRECAUTIONS IN COAL MINES. " 

The So-Called High Explosives Safer 
Than Gunpowder. 

In 1894 the report was issued of the 
royal commission on explosives from 
*oal dust in mines, and the conclu- 
sions contained therein promised, if 
adopted, to place the coal miner tin- 
ier much less risk. As was shown 
jarly in the some year by Mr. Henry 
Hall/one of her majesty's inspectors 
>f mines, coal dust is frequently the 
?ause of disastrous explosions. The 
upon which Mr. Hall 
baied his valuable conclusions re- 
lated to the causes which lead to the 
ignition of the finely suspended coal 
dust in the air of coal mine-. Tin n>o 
of gunpowder for blasting or opening 
purposes was subsequently con- 
demned, as the flame of a "blowing 
out" gunpowder shot instantly ig- 
nites fire-damp, or a coal dtut laden 
the latter giving a very violent 
result or explosion. On the other 
hand, the so-called high explosives 
•ere shown to be incapable of ignit- 
ing or exploding coal dust. Tbe abo- 
lition of gunpowder, therefore, for 
blasting purposes in coal mines was 
recommended in favor of the adop- 
tion of certuin high explosives. This 
conclusion led to an explosives order 
being issued which came into eilect 
nearly two years ago. Writing to tbe 
home secretary, Mr. Hall now says 
n his report for the year 1898 that 
'it has proved a success beyond all 
•xpectation, and you, sir, are to be 
congratulated on having initiated 
the legislation which has achieved 
such glorious results. The deaths 
from explosions of gas and dust for 
the last two years are a record; the 
two years together have only killed 4G 
persons, a figure less than that record- 
ed for any single previous year. The 
most favorable year was 1888, when 
49 persons were killed, and, taking 
any two previous consecutive years, 
the best were 1891 and 1892, when 
174 lives were lost, as against 4G for 
1897 and 1898; thus, we have appar- 
ently attained that which in the past 
has set mining skill and care at de- 
fiance." It is remarked, further, that 
"no doubt there will still be pt 
who will prove impervious to the logic 
of these facts, and they will tell us it 
is a mere coincidence, and should 
this immunity continue for the next 
five years they will still try to main- 
tain that view." One of the chief ob- 
jections raised against the employ- 
ment of safety explosives instead of 
gunpowder was that the former led 

but it appears as a final answer to this 
that the only complaint made about 
fumes during the year came from a 
mine where gunpowder was the ex- 
plosive used. — Lancet. 

THE KLONDIKE GOLD FIELDS. 

Location of the Rich Mines in the Alas- 
ka Territory. 

The gold fields of the Klondike or 
Troandik district, as officially desig- 
nated, lie along or immediately about 
the waters, whether direct or tribu- 
tary, of tbe Klondike, an eastern af- 
fluent of the Yukon, which discbarges 
into the "father of northern waters" 
at the site of Dawson. The Klondike 
itself, whose upper waters are as yet 
only imperfectly known, seemingly 
carries but little gold, the main quan- 
tity of the precious metal and that 
which lias made the region famous be- 
ing contributed by one of its southern 
arms, the Bonanza, and by a tribu- 
tary of this, the Eldorado, Hunker 
creek, draining a mountainous dis- 
trict several miles to the eastward of

ke seminary and college, and in 1893 
lie seminary was dropped altogether.

Armor Plate for Bank Vaults. 

A Pittsburgh trust company has 
lately erected a vault, composed of 
steel armor plates, which possesses 
some novel features.

The entire 
front of the vault is of a single plate 
ight inches thick. This is 
by a nickel steel plate of 
ize, only 6$ inches thick.
